PROVINCIAL lUGlITS. 

It is a matter of cjimond reinurk that the 
editor of the Standard, who paasud oluvon 
years at Ottawa in the unjuymunt of lucra- 
tive pay -provided at the public aspousu 
■bbdld bava emerged from that home uf 
atatoamcn in a condition of greater mental 
density than when ho firat wont there — if 
such a thing wore poasiblo. It has boon 
Btatod in these culuinns that the local gov- 
ernniuiit are about to contest the right of 
the Dominion government to the precious 
metals vompriaed within the railway belt; 
and it has been shown by the 109d section 
of the B. N. A. Act that the simple con- 
yeyiU)C!? of lands does n^t mniui tbn con- 
veyance of the minerals whicii those lands 
may bo found to contain. It was further 
shown that uiidor the terms of union the 
province conveyed and the Dominion ac- 
cepted land only. There was no reserve 
of gold and silver. None was noceasiiry; 
although our ali^litly esteemed contem- 
porary insists that as those nietala wore 
not reserved tlu^y passed with the land. 
This is the reverse of law and fact. Whore 
precious metals are not mentioned as pas- 
sinft with the land their ownership ro- 
maina in the crown, gold and silver being 
"royal niotala." Nu:ucrous authorities 
might be cited to show that our contem- 
porary is wrong; but a recent one (in 1870) 
will sullico. The case was that (jf Wool- 
ley and others vs. the Attorney General 
of Victoria, one of the defendants — an ap- 
peal from the supreme ouurt of the colony 
of Victoria. The bill alleged that the de- 
fendant company had removed large 
quantities of auriferous earth and gold 
from lands which tlu^ appellants hold 
under a crown grant. Tho privy council 
of England held that tho appeal must fail. 
Their lordships said — 

"That the prerogative right of the Crown 
to gold and silver found in mines will not 
pass under a grant of laud from the crown, 
unless by apt and precise words the inten- 
tion of the crown bo fxpronaed that it 
shall piisH. " ■ Tlu-rt.- is no rufereucf (,iu 
the grunt) to tho right of the crown to the 
prBcious metals to be found under the soil: 
and it is ii recn^'iiized principle of the con- 
struction of statutes that the prerogative 
rights of thi- crown can be all'ected only by 
oiprcsaod -.vordii or necessary implication." 

The appeal was dismissed with costs. 
The principle above quoted is well estab- 
lished, having first been laid clown in an 
act of tho Imperial parliament more than 
two centuries ago. 

But tho ort'ensivo ignorance of our 
esteemed coutomporary is not ho deejjly 
regretted as liis eagerness to give up every 
proviuciid interest — to part -with every 
valuable considoriition at the beck and cull 
of the Dominion. He took sides against 
the province in the boundary question and 
he is now willing to surrender the minerals 
to the Ottawa government. In his abject 
attitude be oilers his nose to any Dominion 
official who may care to pull it about; but, 
so far, apparently, without niueh success. 
Tho Dominion {^oviu'nnieiit does not soeni 
to care to dirty its lingers by noticing a 
new.spapcr which is stupid and treacher- 
ous, and has nothing but animus to offer 
in the place of argument. Neverthfless, 
our contemporary continu<:s to ))oke his 
nose forward for the expected tweak, uiul 
keep up his disloyal croak. If he has any 
argument to offer in support of the Cana- 
dian claim to tho minerals in the railway 
belt, we shall be glad to hear it and to meet 
it, not without disgust that a provincial 
journal shotild be found ready to try to 
hamstring any just claim of tho province 
with its woodon sword, liut no argument 
of any kind is \iscd by our conteniporar}' — 
nothing except pointless niiiratior. and 
feeble abuse. It is needless for us to suv 
that wo have- no sym])nthy whatsoever with 
what we lately called the viperous and in- 
aeusato ruujp of the "Fight Canada" fac- 
tion that was thrown into a dirtpit at the 
last eteottoiLs; butbetweeu silly antagc^u'sm 
and inanly firmness there is a w^ide differ- 
ence. "VVe best subserve the true interest 
of. the province by not being too subser- 
vient. We desire a good understanding 
with the Doini'.iion. If Canada has a just 
claim to the minerals, lot us know what it 
is, and on what founded. Such a claim is, 
in our judgment, unteuiible, in view of the 
declarations in the British North America 
Act and the wt)rdiug of the terms of union, 
and in the absence of any ;nuviiiciHl legis- 
lation to abrogate the rights which tho ex- 
isting law gives to our miners within tho 
railway belt. We therefore trust thot the 
government will stand firm in defence of 
provincial proprietorship in Iho minerals. 

ENGLAND AND UEIIMANY. 

Copying it from the Cape Times, the 
North German Gazette ot August l'.)tli 
gave a pr(jniiiiont place to the English 
text of Lord Derby's telegram of July 
I4th to the governor of tho Cape intimat- 
ing that Her Majesty's gover;iment h.avc 
determined that they are nut in a position 
to oppose the intention of the German 
ministry to extend protection to i\iigra 
Pequona, but that they "will he prepared 
to proclaim under Uritish protocti(ni and 
authority any other places on tho coast to 
the aouthwiird to which British subjects 
have claims, if the Colonial legislature 
will make arrdngenumta as to cost. " Tho 
North German Gazette ijuotes this dis- 
patch of Lord Derby, and then it pro 
duces Bomo comments of the National 
Zoitung from Durban announcing that the 
Capo government had proclaimed the an- 
nexation of VVallisb Bay and the adjacent 
territory. These remarks of the Nationnl 
Zeitung wero to tho oU'ect that if Mie "ad- 
jacent territory" meant tho whole of the 
maiidand coast from the Portuguuso pos- 
sesaiona to tho Orange river such a paper 
annexation could have lu) binding force 
on third parties; and that (iorniany, in 
particular, would have to shape her atti- 
tude to such au act, which plainly in- 
tended to cramp the development of her 
colony at Angrii I'equona. Liy quoting 
those remarks the North (ierman Gazette 
identlliea itself witli them in the most 
doliborato manner. l''or the rest, it may 
bo observed that the Gorman proas, 
headed by the Cologne Gazotto, is con- 
tinuing ita crusade againut England with 
unabated veheinonce, and, indeed, in the 
case of tho above-named <)r{>an, with un- 
abated ferocity. To find anything like a 
parallel to its Anglophobist tirades it 
would be necessary to seok out some of 
tho most violent articles published by the 
French proa.s against l^ru.sBia in the inter 
vnl botweeii tho wars of 18(J0 and 1870. 
But if its abuse bo no - longer repeated to 
Englishmen— for whom it is plainly in- 
tended more than for its own readers— it 
will soon cease. "Brutal unaorupuloua- 
noBB," "hurl the British into the sea," 
"huniiliato England," "boundless arro-

"tho world discovered where England 
was mortally vulnerable," etc., — such are 
a few of the expressions which betoken 
that tSie Cologne Gazette has already 
rea«hed the Btrait'|ao&et phase of mad- 
ness — a phase which should excite the 
pity rather than tho resentment of the 
objects of its fury. But if tho Gormim 
proas continues to write in this tone, 
Englishmen must porfjrcQ cease to be- 
lieve what they have hitherto most firmly 
boliovud, that tho Germans are a pacific 
and an unaggressive poiople, and think 
they have really other objects in view 
than what Prince Bismarck once described 
as tho primary aim of all his policy — 
namely, tho defence and consolidation of 
what the nation had gained. It was only 
tho other doy that a writer in tho Allgo- 
moine Zeitung of Munich suggested that 
tho English would probably see their way 
to singing a very much humbler song 
wore thoy but onco made acquainted with 
the tp.cticil formations of tho Gornuiti 
army and with the oflocta of tho Gorman 
schnoUfeueo (file-firing.) It may bu 
doubted whether a more inanlling throat 
over proceeded from the boulevards dur- 
ing that period of anti-PraBsiau fury 
which culminated in the historical inter- 
view at Ems. The Borsen Courier set 
forth at elaborate length tho shamu and 
hunuliation which atill attach to Germany 
from the fact that tho island of Heligo- 
land, which commands tho mouths of tho 
Elbe and the Weser, is atill in tlie soltlsh 
and unrighteous possession of England. 
And when it was rumored from London, 
falsely as it now appears, that tho English 
government had ordored a gunboat to 
proceed to Heligoland for the protection 
of British interests there, the Berlin press 
seized at tho welcome pretext for indulg- 
ing in all sorts of insinuating comments. 
It would be as orronuous to conclude that 
tho Gorman press ropreaonts the true 
opinion of tho nation as it would be 
wrong to assume tliat the will of tho na- 
tion is truly reflected in tho German par- 
liament. Both the one and the other are 
atill very imperfect organs of the ex- 
preaaion of tho public will. But if the 
German press cannot yet claim to utter 
the opinion of the nation, it can at least 
boast of no slight proficiency in tho art of 
loading it astray, and that Geriniiu opinion 
of England is now being perverted by the 
German press is as certain as that this 
press is laboring under a most lamentable 
misunderstanding as to the true foolings 
of Englishmen towards the Gorman peo- 
ple.

\ young housekeeper sends the fol- 
lowing: My way of making wnllles is 
this. Four cupfuls of buttermilk; ono 
egg; three teaspoonfulH of thick cream; 
ono of suit and two of .saleratus. Thick- 
en with tlour us if for pancakes, udd 
the saleratua last and bako in a hot 
wiifttel iron. A nice syrup to eat with 
them is made of live pounds of whito 
sugar, put it in an iron dish witii o- 
nougli water (five pints is about right) 
and boil until it is thick enough; stir 
to prevfiiit burning. 

Rhubarb wine. — lUiuharb is cut into 
thin slicea and stewed for ono hour in 
water; one gallon to 4 lbs. of stalks. 
The liquor is then strained into a bar- 
rel and a pound of sutrar is added for 
each gallon of it. Sutticicnt yeast i.s 
added, as soon as it i.s nearly cool to 
start a fermentation. As soon as this 
subsiiles, the barrel is closely hungeil; 
and after 3 months the wine is drawn 
ofl' i/iito bottle.s. A teaspoonful of ^hite 
sugar and 2 raisins are put into each 
bottle which is well corked and put in 
a cool place. 

I found a new recijie the other day 
for making lemon pudding, very sim|)lo 
to iiiuke, and delightfully refn-shing 
those hot day.s. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs in a pudding dish; add two cup- 
fuKs of sugar. Dissolve four tablespoons 
of corn starch in a little cold watar. 
Stir into it two teacu)jfuls of boiling 
water. Put in tlu! juice of two lemons 
wilii .sonic of the grated peel. Mi.x all 
together with a teaspoonful of butter. 
Bake it sbout fifteen niinutcR. When 
done sjiread over the top the beaten 
whites of the eggs sweotennd, and let 
color a niomcut in tho oven. J ii sum- 
mer it is best if ko])t on ice for an hour 
or two before using, but of course it 
can be eaten hot also.

EASTERN STATES. 

Nkw BitirNswicK, N. J., Sept. 8 —The 
failure of the National Bank and the at- 
tendant calamities have shaken tho city to 
its centre. Bank Examiner Sholby has 
discovered a deficit of over ?1, 000, 000 in 
the surplus cash and securities. I'he town 
is wild. Men rush frantically to the doors 
of the National Bank, only to bo told that 
tho buBiness of this institution is sus- 
peiidcd for the pvoaent. Tho Ira llooihes 
estate is partly ruined. Cashier Uill was 
loft as custodian of this estate. Of the 
bonds and securities ho made away with 
over SIO.OOO. In the G. B. Adrian estate 
over $30,000 is gone. Maltun Runyou, 
who committed suicide, had $GO,000 in 
govornment bonds. Hill had negotiated 
for the sale of those, and conauimnatcd it 
some throe days before his death, Ivunyon 
know nothing of Hill's doings, trusting 
him implicitly. The criish in Wall street 
in May last took the bulk of Hill's steal- 
ings. Ilunyun, although quite popular, 
was ignorant of tinancial tnattora, and was 
a willing tool in tho hands of the design- 
ing cashier. 

At 9:15 a. m. Prosidoiit Runyon drovo 
up to tho bank in his carriage accompanied 
by his two young daunhtors. 

"Good byo, papa," aaid Juliette, the 
eldest, reaching out of the carriage as 
Mr. Hunyon descended to tho pavement, 
"I hope all will bu well." 

"If you do not see mo before night," 
ho responded, "tell niionnia that 1 will 
stick to tho bank. " 

Twenty minute.", later ho sent Chief 
Fitzgerald, who waa in charge of tho bank, 
for a copy of tho morning paper in which 
tho story is tnld of his complicity in tho 
bunk's downfall. Securing the paper ho 
went ipti) the rooni occupied by tlio or- 
gunizing directors and began to road; a 
deathly pallor spread over his face and he 
exclaimed: "My God I what will my 
children do 1" Passing a handkerchief 
over his brow, ho throw tho paper into 
the lap ;)f Director Stoddard, and excus- 
ing birnself went into the toilet room. A 
minute later the sound of a fall was 
heard. Tho directius rushed to thocloBot 
and discovered the bcidy of Runyon on 
tho floor, blood oozing from a gap in his 
throat. He waa determined on suicide. 
Ho had cut his wrist deep, the blood 
a[)urting against tho wall and ceiling. Tho 
thousands of [)e(jple luitside were horrified. 
"Shall we raid the bank V was the ques- 
tion which agitated tho agonized depos- 
itors. Farmers from the country joined 
the throng and shouted for their money. 
Tho iiidice flanked tho street and with 
difUculty (|iiii)tcd the rising di.Hturbaiice. 

At i :30 one (.if ilie directors, .iohnsoii 
Nelson, was reported dead. An investi- 
gation rt!vealed the fact that hu had be- 
come exhausted on account of tho strain 
on his nerves. Ho was a heavy stock- 
holder, and had deposited trust funds. 
Charley Uavis, a clerk in the bank, who 
had been re[>ortod dead, was found alive 
at 1 :-l5 p. m.

BELGIUM. 

Bur.ssKi.Ls, Sei)t. 7.— Clericals from all 
tho [)rovincea, luiniberiiig many thousand, 
paraded hero to day, amid vehumoiit hiss- 
ing and howling. Donne crowds of the 
lookers on soon became more demonstra- 
tive and blocked the passage of the pro- 
cosaion and tore down tho banners. 
Fierci; scnilles ensued, and many porscuis, 
including several policemen, wore injured. 
The police were |>'>Meilo88 to stop the dis- 
order, and the ge:.daiiiie3 and civil guard 
weio called out, imd .iLtoiniited to reorga- 
nize tho processii n. Their cfhirls were 
futile, however, and the confu.nion became 
general. The inidi stopped tho procession 
at various |)laces. The clericals, finally 
finding theniHolvea unable to advance, 
slowly diaperaed, and the lueloo gradually 
aid)3ided, but great excitement prevailed 
the whole evening. One luiiidrod niid 
eighty-live arrests wero m.-ido. K ia re- 
ported that throe of the mjuriHl have died. 
Troops are stationed .at various points, to 
preserve order. 

.A.NTWKKl', Sept. 7. — There waa groat 
oxciteincMl hero lo day, and in:uiy ri(jts,in 
ayiu|iathy with tho outbreak in Bruastds 
against the clericals. Gendarmes dia- 
peiaod the mob, and made a number of 
arrests. 

CHINA. 

London, K. pt. 8.— Tho Pail JIall Gazette 
bus tile frillowing: "Chinese repcn-t that 
the damug(! ihnie the fort and arsi-ual on flio 
Mill iivc:r by .\dmirul Courbel was trilling. 
Tlin masonry in some places was thrown 
down, but has now been fully restored. 
The French landed and destroyed only three 
guns at the Min (Ian forts, and did not 
land at Kong I'oi. Tho arsenal was not 
d.imagod and no war material or stores wore 
destroyed. There was no fire and no ex- 
plosion. Tho work at the arsenal is pro- 
cei'ding as usual. TliP naval loss is serious, 
but after all only two ligbting vessels were 
sunk. The others were dispatch and postal 
boats. Tile defeiu'es of the river are now 
in as good con<liti(jn us before the bcjnibard- 
inent." 

Bkhi.in, .Sept. 8. — A dispatch from tho 
German consul at Canton nniiouucos that 
the Chinese have closed the month of Can- 
ton river to steamers.

The evidence taken before tho Chinese 
commission at liritiuh Columbia roreals tho 
(act thot differenocs of opinion exist among 
the residenta of thaprovmoe as to the od'cct 
of the prcseuao of Chinamen upon labor 
and upon tho morals of the people. Home 
say tho i'hiueso are pussubly deuuut, Diul 
that their presiMK'O was necessary some 
years ago in order to unable British Colum- 
l)ia manufacturers to compete suoceusfuUy 
with California manufucturers, who have 
Chinamen in Iheir employ. Uu this point 
Dr. Helmckeu insisted. H" also stated 
that Chinamen make good servduts, and 
that the best thing for persons who are op- 
posed to CliinoBO immigration to do is to 
refrain from employing them. Mr. Charles 
Wilson took tho opposite view. Chinamen, 
be said, degraded labor by working too 
cheaply, and introduced immorality. In 
tho way of taxation they seldom pay a cent. 
Though there are \iJM) Cliiuauieii in Vic- 
toria, only TfiO of them pay tho poll tax. 
Tho reniainiiii; 2, 7,5(1 dodgo the tai gatherer 
— a proceeding in which their similarity of 
facial expr(!SHion materially aids them. A 
peculiar feature of their life in the west is 
their complete indepondonco of tho laws of 
the country. At Quesuel they try their 
own criminals, and thoy frequently oom- 
liromiso even important cases. Mr. Gil- 
more, the ri'fonu representalivo of Char- 
lotte, New Brunswick, described Chinamen 
as the salt of tho earth. But it seems that 
tho Chinamen who emigrate aro not salt of 
tho very best quality. — Toronto Mail.

A JOirRNJGT TO THE SUN. 

Over Two ITlillious and a Halt 
Dollars for u Tliroug^h 
Ticket. 

Aa to the distance of ninety-three mil- 
lion miles, a cannon ball would travel it 

in about fifteen years. It may help ua to 
remember that at the speed attained by 
Liniitod Express on our railroads a train 
which had left tho aun for tho earth when 
tho JNlayflower sailed from Dolfliaven with 
tho Pilgrim Fathers, and which ran at 
that rate day and night, would in 18S-1 
still bo a journey of aoiiie years away from 
its terrestrial station. The far^.', at tho 
onstomary rates, it may bo remarked, 
would bo rather over two million five 
hundred thousand dollars, so that it is 
clear tlnit wo should need both money and 
leisure for the journey. 

Perhaps tho most striking illustration of 
the sun's distanco is given by expressing it 
in terms of what tho physiologists would 
call velocity of uorvo trausmisaion. It has 
boon found that sensation is not absolutely 
instantaneous, but that it occupies a very 
minute time in travelling along the nerves; 
so that if a child puts its finger into the can- 
dle there is a certain almost inconceiva- 
bly small space of timo, say tho ono- 
hundredtli of a second, before he feels tho 
heat, in case, then, a child's arm iirore 
long enough to touch tho sun, it can bo 
calculated from tliia known rate of trana- 
iniaaion that tho infant would have to live 
to bo a man of over a hundrod before it 
knew that ita lingers wero burned.

ii¥DROpiiobTo epidemic 

IIotToi-s Ciiusod hy n Tliounlil- 
less Act of Some i\et;ioo.s. 

EuFAULA (Ala.), August .30. — Death 
is reaping a rich harvest of beasts and 
men in this vicinity, incidental to jtlie 
outbreak of hydrophobia. Details of 
this Horrible occurrence are only just 
now coining to light, although the llrst 
cane of the disease becamo ftppanH\l as 
long ago as July 25tli. On that day on 
the plantation of Punch Doughlie, a 
whit(! man, a dog went mad and bit a 
mule and several hogs. On August 13th, 
the first of the bitten hogs died, while 
the others died on August 18th, 22d 
and 27th respectively. The carca.sso.s 
were given to some [Plantation tiegroos 
to iiiake soaj) grease with, in.stciul of 
that however, the darkies slaughtered 
these poisonous pigs and ate their llesli. 
Eleven days after the first of these hogs 
had been eaten some of the partakers 
fell sick, and within a wiu-k uion; tliiin 
thirty-two had bcconie victiins of liy- 
dropliobia in its worse form. Twelve of 
these are now lying at the point of 
death. Dr. G. B. Johnmn has just re- 
turned to this city froui an extended 
visit in the infected region. He says 
some more dogs have since shown signs 
of madness and have bitten hogs and 
uniloH, as well as nion; animaln of their 
own species, while a herd of mules Ijc- 
longing to jNlr. Doughtie are infected 
with the disease, and a few days ago 
their owner had a very narrow escape 
after a desperate race from being bitten 
to death by one of the infuriated beasts. 
Many animals have lieeii killed, but 
some of the mad doys havo escaped, 
and the whole neiijhhoorhood is tremb- 
ling with fear for the po.s.sil)le uonse- 
quencesof their escape, nobody, not 
oveq the doctors' knowing how to pre- 
vent the si)rGad of hydrophobia, Pivc 
addit^ional cases of hydrophobia wore 
develo[)ed to-day on the plantation of 
Punch Doughtie, where thirty-two 
cases were already suU'ering. Dr. John- 
son says the majority of casea among 
the negroes will prove fatal. 

How to prepare and serve tomatoes, 
-—For cold prejiaration, scald and peal 
the fruit, slice it in a dish and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Por slowed, sini- 
mer them slowly for an hour; .sea.son 
with butter, salt, and a little sugar; 
niay add some squares of broad or .serve 
up on thin slices of toast. For fried 
peol and cut in lialf inch slices, diji in 
flour and then in hf-atcn egg; pepper 
fmd salt and fry in hot lard. 



Cliiiin ill a Corner. 

The outcome of the aflair at Foo- 
Chow indicates that Franco has corner- 
ed China— -placed her in "chancery," 

to use a well kno>vn tigliting phrase. 
Without incurring all the internation- 
al responsibilites of formally declaring 
war, the French are doing acts. of war 
as destructive to Chinese property as a 
well-equipped naval force can make 
them. She says toother nations: "We 
shall respect all your neutral rights. 
You may trade as usual at all the 
twenty-two open treaty ports. Your 
merchant vessels shall not be molested. 
You may even introduce contraband 
articleajfor the .present and until it 
shall become a necessity on our part to 
atop them. '!She says by implication, too, 
that IS not her present plan to land an 
army at any of these open port,s, nor to 
lay siege to any of tlieiu. Having punk 
the Chinese ileeb in the Min and de- 
stroyed the arsenal near Poo-Chow, she 
retired, without any attempt to destroy 
or capture and hold that city of 600,- 
000 population. The value of the Chi- 
nese property destroyed is variously 
estimated. It is probaldy fully equal to 
the amount of indemnity tloinanded and 
refused by China, Of course the costs 
to France of this bombard nieiu, with 
compound interest, will be added to the 
original indemnity for the Langson af- 
fair. If China still refuses, the present 
outlook is that the French fleet will re- 
peat its Foo-Chow exploits at Canton, 
or Paklioi, or Cheefoo, or other ports, 
with over-increasing demands for in- 
deraity to cover the expenses of a war, 
that is not a war, but reprisal. Tho late 
conflict clearly shows that the Chinese 
beet is of no account against that of 
France. It will bo encountered in mass 
or in detail and be destroyed, unless 
the Peking Government shall make 
peace quickly by submitting to the 
French terms. Their hope has been that 
foreign complications might intervene 
and help them out of tho sorapo. Thi.s 
hope vanished the moment it became 
a))parent that China had no sympathy 
among the Western Powers but Eng- 
land, and that England's isolation and 
her Efryptain troubles tie her hands. 
That leaves it a square Gght between 
the French and the Chinese, with all 
the odds against the latter as long as 
llie conflict is naval only. The Tonquin 
report has not been confirmed. It is 
probably false. The French have that 
country and they will fortify it and 
hold it. Chinese troops are of no ac- 
count against European forliticationa 
sujjplemonted by naval power. All the 
signs are that China will have to pay 
the indemnity demanded, either in coin 
or ill territory; and the French would 
prefer tho territory to tho coin. The 
longer the lighting lasts the greater the 
ultiiutito cost.

Nkw York, August 30, — The sun's 
cable special from London of .-Xugust 
29th says: The hatred of Englaiul, 
always latent in France, has now be- 
come ramiiRiit, and every movement 
on tho part of the English Government 
furnishes a text for a tirade ia the 
Paris paijers. All the jjreparatloiis for 
tlie autumn exiieditioa in Egy|)t arn, 
in tho minds of the French editorial 
writers, only added proofs of the pro- 
verbial perfidy of Albion. Tlnsy say 
that Glaastone only waited until the 
termination of the Egy])tain Conference 
and tho rising of Parliament to put in 
operation the ])lan which ho hud long 
conleinplated, and which means no le.'-^s 
than the absorption hy England, not 
only of the fertile Soudan, but of all 
Egypt. One paper says; "Disraeli earn- 
fifl his earkship aud tho gratitude of 
the Queen by making her Em])ress of 
India, and now Gladstone is trem- 
ulously following in the greater man's 
footsteps. Ho is trying to capture 
ICgypt, and cares nothing for the loss 
of life, treasure or honor, that may be 
involved, if only he can add this other 
bauble to the diadem of his aged mis- 
trcs.s." 

The most scurrilous! erticle that has 
yet appeared is published in Lii France 
a paper which has a circulation entire- 
ly among republicans aud ia supposed 
to reflect in some dagroo the views of 
President Orevy. This article calls the 
Queen of England "an old Jewess" 
and apologizes tothellebrewsfortheusn 
of the term. It is said that shit is 
continually drunk on gin or clu'rry 
brandy, and her indispositions, which 
are descril)ed in carefully clicseu ]>liras(.'- 
es, are only tho result of a vnlg.ir old 
woman's overindulgences. Tlu: article 
then passes to tho consideration of tho 
character of the Prince of AVales and 
says if he should ever succeed to the 
throne it will only be a change of evils 
for tho English people. "For," it says, 
"if Queen Tictoria is a selfish glutton, 
it is also notorious that Princea Albert 
Eldward is selfish coward."
